S.0. 468(E). —In exercise of the powers conferred by section 6 of Coinage Act, 1906 (3 of 1906), the Central Govern¬ 
ment hereby determine that:— 

(a) The Coins of the denomination of the Five Rupees with the thehis ‘ ‘Mother's Health is Child's Health’ ’ shall also 
be coined at the Mints for issue under the authority of the Central Government; 

(b) The Coins of the above denomination shall conform to the following dimension, design and composition, namely :—

DESIGN 

OBVERSE: 

This face of the coin shall bear the Lion Capital of Ashoka Pillar with legend 11 4^ ’ ’ inscribed below, flanked on 

the left upper periphery with the word 1 ‘ FWr” in Hindi and on the right upper periphery with the word “INDIA” in 
English. It shall also bear the denomination value “ 5 ” in International Numerals flanked on the left lower periphery with 
the word 4 ' W('' in Hindi and on the right lower periphery with the word 1 ‘Rupees’ ’ in English. 

REVERSE 

This face of the coin shall bear the picture of a woman holding a child on her right shoulder encased in an inverted triangle 
in the centre, flanked on the upper periphery with the words 1 ‘ Tqw ET ^ tW f^J ’' inscribed in Hindi and on the lower 
periphery with the words “Mother's Health is Child's Health” inscribed in English. The year 1996 in International 
Numerals will be shown below the inscription in Hindi in the upper periphery. 

SECURITY EDGING 

The edge of the coin shall be milled with a serrated or upright milling and security edge. In the centre of the edge there 
shall be a shallow groove with a design inside, the two sections separated by blank space. This design shall consist of 
chain of beads in relief and each bead being followed by one inclined line in relief. There shall be total 30 lines and 30 
balls. 
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
